MAJORITY RULE FOR RHODESIA is one 
issue, but not the only one. The conflict there and 
elsewhere in southern Africa isn't simply one of 
black vs. white.

Blacks are lulling blacks in the 
Rhodesian guerrilla war and in Angola) where 
peace has. not realty come yet. Africa's history is 
one of tribal divisions and warfare going back 
many centuries/Ancient hatreds still exist. 

I have a letter from a Rhodesian senator -who * 
opposes majority rule. He says the country's black 
population is divided between two major tribes 
which would be at each other's throats if it weren't 
for the buffer offered by the Smith regime. But of 
course, you're thinking, that's the view of a white 
senator trying to preserve the status quo. Not so. 
The senator is black and a chief pf one of those 
tribes. He says half of Rhodesia's senate members 

are black. \

this: "We are facing the brunt of a Communist- 
backed insurgency, the sole purpose of which is to 
overthrow our constitution, our way of life, and 
above all freedom."
